There  will 
be  a minimum  of  seven  sub- 
committees, and  a chairman  for 
each  will  be  chosen  from  Senate 
members.

Bloodshed  Sweeps  Algeria 

ALGIERS,  Algeria  (AP) — A new  wave  of  bloodshed  swept 
Algeria  Sunday.  Nationalists  stepped  up  their  attacks,  especially 
in  the  Constantine  area  near  the  Tunistan  border. 

Thirty-eight  Frenchmen  or  pro-French  Algerians  have  been 
murdered  or  kidnaped  in  the  past  24  hours,  according  to  unofficial 
reports  reaching  here  Monday.  A dozen  farms  and  two  schools 
were  burned. 

Court  Rules  on  Eggs 

WASHINGTON  (AP) — The  Supreme  Court  Monday  set  aside 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  regulations  limiting  railroad 
responsibility  on  claims  for  damage  to  egg  shipments.  The  vote 
was  6-3. 

The  regulations  made  railroads  responsible  only  to  the  extent 
that  damage  exceeded  specified  percentages  of  a shipment,  without 
regard  to  evidence  as  to  actual  responsibilty  of  the  carriers  for  the 
damage. 


Elder  Bennion

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Don’t  Quit  Yet 


Brigham  Young  University’s  studentbody 
enacted  two  amendments  to  the  constitution 
last  week.  Now,  several  big  questions  come  to 
the  minds  of  that  electorate  which  should  be 
answered  by  the  actions  of  the  student  legis- 
lative and  executive  branches  before  too  much 
time  elapses. 

During  the  debate  over  the  amendments,  it 
was  promised  by  the  studentbody  president 
that  those  measures  were  to  be  “only  the  first 
step”  in  completely  revamping  the  student 
constitution.  This  leads  to  the  fii^t  question: 
Will  the  interest  in  student  government  which 
was  stirred  by  the  recent  amendment  cam- 
paign die  before  the  real  fight  for  progress 
begins? 

Chances  are  much  of  it  will,  but  several 
students  have  dedicated  themselves  to  the 
establishment  of  a judicial  system  for  stu- 
dents. The  need  for  this  was  brought  out  by 
the  simple  fact  that  a constitutional  amend- 
ment had  to  be  made  to  interpret  that  same 
document,  which  could  have  been  done  by 
having  a judicial  body  make  a simple  ruling. 


Will  there  ever  be  a student  court  system? 
Wid  Tingey,  studentbody  president,  has  re- 
peatedly expressed  hope  that  a constitutional 
amendment  providing  such  a body  can  be 
brought  before  the  studentbody  during  the 
spring  elections. 


In  arguing  for  the  recent  amendments  sev- 
eral student  leaders  stated  that  the  reason  for 
the  “double  standard”  of  representation  in  the 
senate — proportional  representation  for  the 
undergraduate  classes— was  simply  that  the 
graduate  class  is  not  organized. 

It  is  quite  true  that  the  graduate  class  is 
not  organized.  No  officers  have  been  elected, 
except  a single  senator,  and  no  class  govern- 
mental functions  have  been  carried  on. 


However,  there  is  a simple  explanation  for 
this  condition;  the  student  constitution  does 
not  provide  for  graduate  class  organization, 
except  in  a half-hearted  way. 

That  document  provides  for  the  election  of 
officers  from  all  other  clases,  for  Associated 
Men  and  Women  students,  for  the  Senate,  and 
for  the  Executive  Council,  but  the  only  pro- 
vision it  makes  for  the  graduate  class  is  that  it 
may  organize  as  it  sees  fit. . 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  whole  school  would 
be  unorganized  if  the  constitution  did  not  pro- 
vide for  its  organization,  so  it  seems  grossly 
unfair  that  the  graduate  class  is  taken  so 
much  for  granted. 

This  situation  could  be  corrected  by  means 
of  a constitutional  amendment  in  the  spring. 

There  is  also  the  old  issue  of  defining  the 
powers  and  limitations  of  the  Elections  Com- 
mittee. During  the  fall  quarter  that  commit- 
tee disqualified  a candidate}  in  an  election  on 
what  many  considered  an  arbitrary  ruling. 
The  following  week  the  Elections  Committee 
voted  to  disqualify  another  candidate,  but  was 
overruled  by  the  Executive  Council. 

A need  for  a somewhat  autonomous  Elec- 
tions Committee  operating  under  a set  of  reg- 
ulations definitely  exists,  but  probably  won’t 
be  established  until  an  appropriate  constitu- 
tional amendment  is  enacted.

Skyline  Comparison 

When  people  take  a look  at  what  the  teams  in  the  Skyline 
Conference  have  to  offer  in  the  way  of  competition  they  must 
wonder  what  keeps  the  conference  together. 

This  i'ear  only  three  teams  have  shown  anything  in  the  way 
of  real  competitiveness;  these  being  BYU,  Utah  and  Montana.  Al- 
though they  have  not  shown  too  much,  Denver  did  have  two  or 
three  games  which  looked  extremely  well.  One  of  these  was  their 
win  over  Iowa  State  for  that  team’s  only  loss  so  far  this  year. 

Let’s  compare  the  top  three  teams  and  the  competition  that 
each  has  played  for  comparative  strength. 

Let’s  take  Utah  first. 

In  their  first  game  they  played  a comparatively  weak  Wich- 
ita team  this  was  followed  by  two  games  against  Arizona,  picked 
to  end  up  in  the  second  division  of  their  conference:  next  came  a 
game  with  Idaho  State,  Rocky  Mountain  Conference  champs;  and 
then  Washington  State  who  lost  nine  lettermen  from  last  years 
team  due  to  graduation.  However,  Utah  faced  rugged  Dayton, 
Minnesota,  Marquette,  and  Notre  Dame  in  the  East,  beating  only 
Marquette.  , , . 

This  as  anyone  can  see  is  a comparatively  easy  schedule  ex- 
cept for  tourney  play,  and  will  be  followed  by  three  games  in 
Hawaii,  against  a team  that  lost  its  whole  nucleus  to  the  gradu- 
ate ranks.  ..  , 

Utah  undoubtedly  has  an  excellent  first  five  but  there  it  ends 
as  their  depth  just  is  not.  Ted  Berner  and  Jim  Frary,  two  of  the 
better  reserves  have  both  left  the  squad  due  to  academic  reasons 

Now  let’s  take  a look  at  Brigham  Young’s  pre-season  sched 
ule.  The  Cats  started  off  the  season  against  UCLA,  seventh 
ranked  team  in  the  nation  and  swept  both  games  from  the  Bruins. 
The  next  weekend  found  the  Cougars  battling  with  Oregon  who 
were  favored  to  win  the  Northern  Conference  crown  on  the  Pac- 
ific Coast  and  once  again  the  Cats  ran  away  with  both  games. 
Then  came  the  Big  Seven  champs,  the  Colorado  Buffs,  who  the 
week  before  had  humbled  Iowa,  rated  as  top  team  in  the  Big 
Ten.  Once  again  the  Brighams  completely  outclassed  their  oppon 
ents  and  swept  both  games.  Back  East  the  Cats  lost  to  North  Caro- 
lina State,  Wake  Forest  and  Michigan.  However  they  crushed 
Toledo  and  Detroit  in  winning  the  Motor  City  title. 

Now  for  Montana,  the  Grizzlies  swept  Idaho  twice,  beat 
Washington  State  and  Gonzaga  of  Spokane  and  split  with  Whit- 
worth of  Spokane.  This  game  them  a five  won-one  loss  record. 
Although  none  of  these  teams  are  extremely  strong  the  boys  from 
Missoula  did  look  good  in  over-all  play.  The  loss  of  their  6-6 
center  Ray  Howard  may  be  all  she  wrote  for  the  Silver  Tips  but 
don’t  count  them  out  for  a while.
